The  general  arrangement  for  the  supply  of  water  remains 
as  previously  described. 

N  o  restrictions  were  placed  on  domestic  or  trade  uses  in 
1940. 

With  the  exception  of  a  relatively  small  supply  from  the 
Water  Tower,  all  mains  water  is  chlorinated  (treated  by 
Ammonia  and  Chlorine). 

Water  samples  are  systematically  taken  and  submitted 
for  examination,  bacteriological  and  chemical. 

Routine  sampling  is  carried  out  under  arrangements  made 
by  the  Water  Committee.  These  samples  (184  in  1940)  are 
examined  by  Messrs.  Lea  and  Mallinder,  of  Halifax. 

Of  the  184  samples  taken,  168  showed  no  B.  Coli,  14 
samples  showed  3  B.  Coli  or  less  per  100  ml.  of  water,  and  2 
samples  showed  25  B.  Coli  per  100  ml.  of  water. 

41  other  samples  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the 
Department  were  examined  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Wake¬ 
field.  Of  these  41,  39  were  entirely  free  from  B.  Coli,  and  2 
showed  2  B.  Coli  per  100  ml.  of  water. 

Other!  samples  of  water  from  wells,  streams,  etc.,  were 
submitted  for  examination  in  some  cases  in  view  of  the  use 
of  a  water  on  a  dairy  farm. 

4  samples  of  mains  water  were  examined  for  plumbo- 
solvency,  the  natural  water  being  an  upland  surface  water 
requiring  treatment  for  lead  solvency.

Reference  to  the  Tables  above  shows  a  prevalence  of 
measles  (875  cases)  and  of  German  Measles  in  1940. 

There  were  very  few  cases  of  Measles  in  the  first  half  of  the 
year.  In  June  124  cases  were  notified  and  then  fewer  cases  in 
July  and  August.  In  September  113  cases  were  notified  and 
271  in  October,  high  figures  of  126  in  November  and  104  in 
December  being  maintained  to  the  end  of  1940. 

Cases  of  Measles  were  not  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals. 

One  death  from  Measles  was  recorded. 

Fewer  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  than  in  the 
preceding  year,  52  in  1940  and  127  in  1939. 

There  was  no  prevalence  of  Diphtheria,  28  in  1940  as  com¬ 
pared  with  25  in  1939. 

Somewhat  higher  figures  are  shown  for  Pneumonia,  49  in 
1940  and  28  in  1939.

The  total  figure  for  notification  of  new  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  snows  a  slight  decrease — 31  in  1940  as  against  33  in  1939, 
the  figures  for  the  early  War  year  do  not  indicate  any  increase 
in  this  disease  at  this  period. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  notification  of  Cerebro-spinal 
Fever  5,  Polioencephalitis  1,  Encephalomyelitis  3,  and 
Poliomyelitis  1. 

The  great  total  increase  in  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
(1,089  in  1940  as  compared  with  230  in  1939)  is  accounted  for 
by  the  inclusion  in  1940  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  as 
notifiable  infectious  diseases.
